As I have advised you in per- 


sonal conversation and as I also 
alviscd Mr. Englc of the Democrat. 
I personally would have no objec- 
tion whatever to advancing merit 
rating one year. But the point you 
have not considered is that we 
cannot materially alter the Arkan- 
sas Law without approval of the 
Social Security Board and the 
Board has consistently held that 
no state can inslitutc merit rating 
until it has has a certain fixed ex- 
perience with benefit 
payments 


and we will not hatfe completed 
that period in Arkansas until 1942. 


Your reference to the fact that 


Texas has instituted merit rating 
docs not take into consideration 
the fact that they began the pay- 
ment of benefits down there a year 
before we did. Consequently, they 
have already achieved the required 
benefit experience. 


I have repeatedly assured you, 


as 1 now assure all who are in- 
terested, lhat it is the full purpose 
of this agency to institute merit 
rating at the earliest opportunity 
and to operate it in tho same man- 
ner that we have attempted to 
operate other provisions of the 
Law with absolute fairness and ut- 
ter impartiality to all concerned. 
1 think it would be an empty 
gesture for the Arkansas Legisla- 
ture to attempt to amend the merit 
rating provisions of our Law when 
the Board would not approve the 
amendments. You know the situa- 
tion this creates. The moment we 
attempt to depart from tho format 
of the Board we encounter the dif- 
ficulty of having our grants with- 
drawn. You'' may be suce' that we 
are as anxious to give merit rat- 
ing a fair trial as you are and that 
no effort will be made by this 
agency to nullify any benefit which 
this provision might provide for 
tho employers of this state. 


I think there is no slate in the 


Nation in which employers have 
more wholeheartedly cooperated 
than in Arkansas. 1 am duly ap- 
preciative of that fact and have 
tried to demonstrate my gratitude 
by a similar attitude on the part of 
the agency. I appreciate your con- 
structive criticism and I am not 
writing to find fault with it but 
merely to advise you of reasons 
with which you may not be fa- 
miliar. My best wishes and warm 
personal regards.

Amendment No. 33 is submitled lo

the financing of the • City Library is 
being managed with, difficulty. While 
we arc not in need of its provisions in 
Hope, due to the liberality of the City 
Council in aiding the library, Ihe past 
five years, the provisions of Amend- 
ment No. 33 are such that it should 
appeal to the fairness of every voter. 


First, Amendment No. 33 does not 


levy a tax at all. It merely authorizes 
citizens in cities of 5000 population or 
above (and no others) to impose on 
themselves a general property tax of 
one mill, or less, for the support of 
city libraries. It requires thai 100 
citizens or more sign a petition and 
filp it asking that a proposal be sub- 
mitled at a general election, before 
any proposal can be submitled.

Supreme Court 
Wire Tapped? 


Charge Is Laid 
Before Subcom- 
mittee of Senate 


NEW YORK — (IP)— A senate sub- 


committee said Wednesday an inquiry 
would be started in Washington Fri- 
day to determine whether telephone 
wires of United States Supreme Court 
justices had been tampered with dur- 
ing an important case. 


Coincident with this announcement, 


the committee lawyer, William Power 
Maloney, declared 
federal* 
investi- 


gators had uncovered "startling facts" 
concerning the unlawful practice in 
New York city and involving "high 
public officials," 


"Innumerable circumstances 
have 


been discovered," 
Maloney 
said, 


"where telephone wires of public of- 
ficials and private individuals have 
been tapped and the right to privacy 
of these persons invaded at the in- 
stance of men holding high public 
office for no discernible purpose oth- 
er than that of purely personal gain." 


Maloney said the alleged Washing- 


ton wire-tapping occurred in Octo- 
ber, 1938, at the time the Tennessee 
Valley Authority case was before the 
high court. 


Mnlnncy said the "connecting link 


has been forged in an unbreakable 
chain of evidence which will link 
the activities of disruptable private 
investigators and 
wire-tappers 
to 


those of men high in public and 
private life by whom they were em- 
ployed." 


"The revelation of this snooping and 


eavesdropping, even though thinly dis- 
guised in some cases as incidental 
to the investigation of alleged vio- 
lation of law, will shock those who 
n good conscience arc opposed to 
thoroughly un-American practices."

of the first in the sensational nature 
of its revelations. .He marshals the 
evidence, for instance, on the ques- 
tion whether Booth was killed or es- 
caped but produces no final conclus- 
ion. 
His review of the whole bizarre 


episode, however, is extremely in- 
teresting and well worth reading.
